AN AMERICAN NAVY BASE 
IN THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
March 26.—Two American sailors 
came back from tke déad to give 
the first account of what happened 
when Rear Admiral Karel W. F. M. 
Deoorman of the Dutch navy, with 
Japanese night-flying 
overhead, led the remnants of the 
Allied fleet into its final battle 
with a force of Japanese cruisers 

and destroyers in the Java Sea. 

By what amounts to a miracle, 
the two seamen were rescued by an 
American submarine after hours 
afloat in the single lifeboat which 
survived after Deoorman’s flagship, 
the De Ruyter, and another Dutch 
cruiser, the Java, were vitally 
struck by enemy torpedoes and 
went down about midnight, Feb. 
27, within a few minutes of each 
other.

The two survivors were uncer- 


scored on the Japanese fleet dur- 
ing the entire engagement, but one 
said he saw an enemy-cruiser ex- 
plode and that he was certain that 
the United States cruiser Houston 
sank “at least three of the de- 
stroyers which were hit.” The 
Houston was one of five Allied 
cruisers lost. 

Both Americans are signal men 
and they were at the very brain 
center of the naval engagement, 
on the bridge of the flagship.

EASTON, Pa., March 26 (AP).— 
Hundreds of pounds of dynamite 
exploded prematurely at a lime- 
stone quarry of the Lehigh Port- 
land Cement Co., four miles north

trucks and on the ground around 
the rim of the ‘pit.

Four Heavy Craft’ Shot

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
—The War Department. reported 
today that 54 heavy Japanese 
bombers participated in a six-hour 
attack on the island forts at the 
entrance of Manila Bay, concen- 
trating on Corregidor, and that de- 


fending anti-aircraft batteries shot 
down four of the planes. 

The defending troops suffered 
only a few casualties, the depart- 
ment said in a communique, and 
damage to the fortifications was 
slight.. There were sharp patrol 
skirmishes along the entire front 
in Bataan, the department added. 
The bag of four enemy bomb- 
ers in this attack brought to seven 
the number shot down by anti-air- 
craft fire since the Japanese 
launched their sudden renewal of 
large-scale aerial bombardment in 
the Philippines two days ago. 
The text of the communique, 
based on reports received here up 
to 9:30 a. m., follows: 

| “1. Philippine theater: 

“The fortified islands at the en- 
trance to Manila Bay were again 
subjected.to heavy aerial bombard- 
ment by the enemy. Fifty-four 
heavy Japanese bombers partici- 
pated in the attack, which con- 
tinued for six hours. Most of the 


g | bombing was eoncentrated on Cor- 


regidor. Damage to military in- 
stallations was slight and our 
troops suffered only a few casual- 
ties. Four enemy pjanes were 
shot down by our anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery.

NORFOLK, Va., March 26 (AP). 


—A small merchant ship was tor- 
pedoed off the Atlantic Coast Mon- 
day, but through the gallantry of 
its boatswain, who reboarded the 
vessel and broke out the Stars and 
Stripes, it went down with the flag 
streaming from its pole. 3 

Rescue ships landed: 14 survivors 
and four bodies at Morehead City, 
N. C: Twenty of the 38-man crew 
were missing and presumed lost, 
the Fifth Naval District said, in an- 
nouncing the sinking today. 

(The sinking wassannounced also 
at Washington, where earlier the 
Navy had disclosed the loss of the 
Coast Guard cutter Acacia, pre- 
sumably by submarine action, in 
the Caribbean area. There was no 
loss of life on the Acacia). 

“It was a good flag—a brand-new 
one, and it was still fluttering, the 
last thing to go under when the 
ship finally settled,” Boatswain 
Garland Henderson of New Or- 
leans, La., told Ensign Joseph 
Sierer of the Fifth District Public 
Relations Office. 

Like most of the other survivors, 
Henderson was in his bunk when 
the attack came. He left the ship 
in a lifeboat with 19 others. The 
boat shipped so much water it be- 
came unmaneuverable, the boat- 
swain related, and two hours later 
he jumped overboard and * swam

Windows in stores and homes 
were shattered in Easton, Allen- 
town and Bethlehem. Pebbles 
hurled into the air by the force of 
the blast fell in Butztown, on the 
outskirts of Bethlehem, nine miles 
from the scene. 

The blast was reported to fave 
teen heard in Norristown, about 
50 miles south of Easton, and the 
Plainfield (N. J.) area, about 30 
miles distant.’ 


Bodies All Around. 


William Miller, fire chief of near- 
by Nazareth and one of the first 
officials to reach the scene, said 
“there were bodies scattered 
around for an eighth of a mile, I 
saw a leg or an arm there. I found 
several children were cut by fly- 
ing glass, but none of them was in- 
jured seriously.” 
Leonard Sabatino, owner of a 
coal company across a highway 
from the cement plant, said, 
“Bodies were strewn all around the 
place, the workmen were loading 
a big hole when she accidentally 
went off.

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
—Wuliam Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
and Philip Murray, CIO chief, ad- 
vised Congress today against pass- 
ing labor legislation which might 
start an “undeclared war among 
ourselves” and divide the nation 
into groups fighting each other. 


In statements presented to the 
House Nava] Committee, they as- 
sailed_a bill to suspend the closed 
shop and extra pay for overtime 
in war plants and said it was dic- 
tated by labor’s enemies. 

“T charge that the sponsors and 
supporters of this bill are now 
waging an undeclared war against 
President Roosevelt and against 
the workers of America who be- 
lieve in the policies of his admin- 
istration,” said Green in his state- 
ment. 

‘Murray declared the naval com- 
mittee had ‘the responsibility of 
“eorrecting misinformation that’ 
has been sponsored and fostered 
by anti-labor groups». . . and. of 
rebuk once and for all those in 
public life and in private life who 
are attempting to disrupt and di- 
vide our nation into groups.” 

“No Time for Internal Fight.”

CANBERRA, March 26 (AP). 
—Gen: Douglas MacArthur pledged 
tonight that, “there can be no 
compromise; we shall win or we 
shall die, and to this end I pledge 
you the full resources of all the 
mighty power of my country and 
all the blood of my countrymen.” 

At a dinner in his honor in 
Parliament. House, the American 
commander of United Nations 
troops in the Southwest Pacific 
declared his confidence — the “un- 
breakable faith of a free man”— 
in ultimate.victory. 

“T am deeply moved by the 
warmth of the greeting extended 
me by all Austraha,” MacArthur 
said.. “The hospitality of your 
country is proverbial throughout 
the world, but your reception has 
far exceeded anything I could have 
anticipated. Although this-is my 
first trip to Australia, I already 
feel at home. 

“Link Binds Our Countries.” 

“There is a link that binds our 
countries together which does not 
depend upon a written protocol, 
upon treaties of alliance, or upon 
diplomatic doctrine. It goes deep- 
er than that. It is that indescrib- 
able consanguinity of race which 
causes us to have the same aspira- 
tions, the same hopes and desires, 
the same ideals, and the same 
dreams of future destiny.

TD GET LOANS ON 
WAR CONTRACTS 


Roosevelt Arranges for Fi- 
nancing to Stimulate 
Participation in Produc- 
tion. 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
— President Roosevelt authorized 
today the financing of war con- 
tracts for small business through 
guaranteed loans. 

Under a Presidential executive 
order, the War and Navy depart- 
ments and the Maritime Commis- 
sion may guarantee or even make 


loans necessary for war produc- 
tion to. stimulate participation by 
small business firms. 

These agencies may enter into 
contracts with any Federal Re 
serve bank, the RFC or “any other 
financing institution” guarantee- 
ing them against loss of principal 
or interest on loans, -discounts or 
advances, or on commitments in 
connection with them, for financ-! 
ing war output. 

The executive order was pre 
pared by the War Production 
Board, the War and Navy depart- 
ments and the Maritime Commis- 
sion. 

To Speed War Production.

Keeps His Eyes Down. 

Egan, in a slightly rumpled blue 
suit, was standing in a place where 
his face could be seen only by the 
clerk of the court and by the 
judge. But Judge Moore did not 
once look at Egan, addressing him- 
self entirely to Egan’s counsel, 
Thomas Bond, who stood fingering 
the oak lectern. 
For some while Egan was at a 
loss to know what to do with his 
hands, but he finally crossed his 
arms and listened patiently, his 
eyes directed toward the floor. He 
didn’t lift them when sentence was 
pronounced. No visible emotions 
crossed the faces of his wife and 
daughter. 
The tension was somewhat 
broken when Judge Moore, a bit 
confused, continued as though -he 
were going to. sentence Egan en 
the other counts, on which he was 
not convicted. Egan shook his 
head vigorously and his wife 
started to rise from her chair.. But 
District Attorney. Harry Blanton 
quickly pointed out that Egan was 
convicted on only one count. 
“You may be seated,” Judge 
Moore said. And Egan walked 
slowly, almost as though he were 
in pain, back to his chair. His wife 
slipped her arms through his. She 
said nothing to him until a few 
minutes later, while the lawyers 
were arguing about the appeal, 
and to whatever she said then, her 
husband made no answer. 

Reporters and spectators had al- 
ready left the courtroom, and the 
lawyers were trying to adopt a 
manner as though nothing had 
really happened.

‘TWO U. S. FLYERS 
ENGAGE 27 JAPS

MAYMYO, Burma, March 2% 
(Delayed) (AP). — Six Yankee 
pilots of the American Volunteer 
Group, with the help of the Royal 
Air Force, harassed about 100 
Japanese bombers and fighters last 
Saturday in the enemy’s big raid 
on an A. V. G.-R, A. F. field in 
Central Burma. 

The Japanese, attacking in three 
‘waves, confronted the defenders 
with the heaviest numerical odds 
thus far encountered in Burma. 

Parker Dupouy, a lean, wiry for- 

. ner United States Army flyer from 
Beekonk, Mass., destroyed ' one 
Japanese Navy Zero fighter, its 
engine blowing up like a fire- 
cracker, he said, 17,000 feet above 
the jungle. 

With seven other Japanese hunt- 
ing for shots at him, Dupouy broke 
off the action and returned to the 
field to reload his empty guns. 

One bullet penetrated Dupouy’s 
cockpit, but lead fragments had 
only scratched his right arm. He 
and Kenneth Jernstedt of Yamhill, 
Ore., had jointly attacked a wave 
of 27 Japanese bombers at 13,000 
feet. 

Jernstedt’s face was cut by his 
bullet-shattered windshield and he 
signed off in the fight against the 
bombers. He was not with Dupouy 
in the battle with the Navy Zeroes.

The enemy tried to outflank us 
and get at the convoy but at 5:35 
we again engaged them and closed 
at 10,000 yards, British units ma- 
neuvered behind.the smoke screen 
which the enemy seemed to fear 
to penetrate.

Due to the position of our own 
ship in the smoke screen, I did not 
see the enemy vessels at the time 
of the torpedo < ttack but the Brit- 
ish claims, which I saw in the 
official signals, may be accepted 
as dependable when it is consid- 
ered that ships still in the battle 
area are unlikely to treat one an- 
other to false information regard- 
ing the enemy’s fighting capacity. 


Shell Hits on Battleship. 
It was immediately after the 
‘daring British torpedo attacks 
that the enemy ships sheered off. 
Shells are known to have hit an 
enemy battleship but the British 
gunners point out that after all 
their shells were 5%-inch or 6- 
inch at the most as against the 


age of the British’ gunfire can 
only have beer superficial. 


The Italian radio claimed that 
the Littorio set a British cruiser 
afire. I can state with certainty 
that while the light cruiser ahead 
of ours sustained one shell hit, 
there was no fire and no damage 
was caused to any vital part of the 
ship. None of the Littorio’s 15- 
inch shells hit anything but water. 
One 15-inch shell hit on one of our 
cruisers would probably have been 
the end of it. 


The Italian radio also claims that 
when the battleship appeared on 
the scene “the British cruisers 
sought safety in flight,” but the 
British warships whose job was to 
convoy the cargo vessels to Malta 
continued to do just that to the 
best of their ability—which turned 
out to be considerable. 


Italian Ships Speedier. 

The Littorio, the eight-inch heavy 
cruisers, the Trento and Trieste, 
and three six-inchers of the Con- 
dottieri class, as well as the de- 
stroyers, were speedier than the 
British vessels and could have pre- 
vented any flight on the part of 
the British if their speed had been 
the only consideration. But it

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to plow through it. As it was they 
came a little too close. 

In view -of. the enemy’s advan- 
tage in speed, as well as the unin- 
terrupted air picture of British 
operations that it received through- 
out the action from its planes, it is 
a mystery why it didn’t split its 
forces and send cruisers around 
the flank to smash the convoy. Re- 
gardless of enemy, claims to the 
contrary, none of the Axis air at- 
tacks on the convoy produced a 
bomb or tarpedo hit on either war- 
ships or cargo ships either during 
the naval battle, or prior to it.

But the battle wasn’t 
fought on paper. The battle was 
fought on a stormy sea in a high 
wind—with great skill and deter- 
mination om the part of the British 
and not so much skill and deter- 
mination on the part of the Ital- 
ians. Like the Germans in Russia, 
the Italians can blame the weather 
here. But the sea was just as 
rough for us as it was for them. I 
was seasick after the battle.

“It Was more insidious than a 
direct bribe,” he said. “A man 
might scorn a direct bribe, yet ac- 
cept an unexpected donation and 
feel grateful to the donor after the 
election. This form of contribu- 
tion strikes directly at the very 
roots of American government.” 


Judge Moore took considerable 
time in going over the evidence 
which showed that Egan knew how 
the company’s slush fund was 
raised and for what it was spent. 
He pointed out that Logan H. 
Keller of Kansas City testified that 
he was told before he obtained 
large contracts for insulators and 
power line poles he would have to 
see Egan. When Keller told Egan 
that a rebate of 10 per cent would 
be paid to Union Electric, Judge 
Moore continued, Egan’s reply 
was: 
thing there.” 
Judge Moore further emphasized 
that the testimony brought. out 
that Egan was quite familiar with 
how insurance rebates were — re- 
ceived and that Egan himself used 
a $1500 salary from the Union Col- 
liery Co., a subsidiary, to make 
campaign contributions to the na- 
tional politfcal committees. 
“Tf Mr. Bond points out that 
there has been little punishment 
for corporations making political 
contributions,” Judge Moore con- 
cluded, “it is because the law. in 
this State has not been enforced. 
It is a sad commentary, that the 
defendants apparently could fore- 
stall even that.” 
Judge Moore paused slightly, 
rocked back in his leather chair, 
then leaned forward again. It was 
not apparent whether he would 
continue his summary, or whether 
he had reached the point at which 
he would pronounce sentence. 
He did the latter, announcing in 
a matter-of-fact voice that he was 
fining the comany $10,000 on the 
first count and $10,000 on ‘each 
and every other count.” 

Sentencing of Egan. 
“And the defendant Egan,” he 
continued, “I fine $10,000 and sen- 
tence to two years in prison, the 
sentence to be served at the Fed- 
eral Penitentiary at Terre Haute, 
In — 
This is a new Federal prison 
farm, without bars, to which per- 
sons not’ convicted of violent 
crimes are now customarily sent, 
As soon as Egan had taken his 
place in his chair, Attorney Bond 
informed the Court he was ready 
with his motion for appeal, that, 
in: fact, he had it all typed out ex- 
-cept for filling in the sentence. 
Making arrangements for the 
appeal’ bonds—$10,000 for Egan 
and $90,000 for the company— 
took 10 minutes. Then the Egans 
left the courtroom, in the northwest 
corner of the big building, and 
began the long walk to United 
States Commissioner Burke’s court- 
room, at the extreme southeast end 
of the building. 

In Commissioner’s Court. 

A small crowd of spectators and 
Federal employes watched the 
Egans make the trip. Commission- 
er Burke’s room, bare and plain, 
was in: sharp contrast to the ele- 
gance of Judge Moore’s courtroom.

He had 
to make brief calls at the 
Marshal’s office and at Judge 
Moore’s chambers to sign his ap- 
peal. Then, just before noon, he 
and his wife and daughter walked 
back to their car. 

Wisconsin-born 
cated, Egan, now 60 years old, had 
been. president of Union Electric 
for 19 years until he was forced 
out in’ 1939 when the SEC inves- 
tigation of the company took seri- 
ous shape. Once an able and ener- 
getic engineer, he had risen to a 
high point of influence in national 
utility circles. 

In the course of a six-week trial 
the Government presented testi- 
mony that the utility, in the years 
1931 to 1938, accumulated the slush 
fund through kickbacks of attor- 
ney fees, padded expense accounts 
and rebates on insurance and 
merchandise purchases, using the 
money to buy political influence. 

Egan was the’ third top officer 
of Union Electric Co. to be sen- 
tenced as a result of the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission’s 
investigations of the financial and 
political thanipulations of the util- 
ity disclosed by the Post-Dispatch 
in a series of news articles begin- 
ning in the late months of 1938. 

Inquiry Into Practices. 

The Post-Dispatch, following an 
inquiry into these practices, turned 
over the information obtained to 
the SEC and included most of this 
information in its news articles. 
The prolonged investigation by the 
SEC, and the voting of the indict- 
ments by the Federal grand jury, 
followed. 

Egan’s right-hand man, Boehm, 
convicted of perjury in giving false 
testimony to SEC investigators. 
is required by the mandate of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals to begin serving his five-year 
term by May 4. The United States 
Supreme Court has refused to re- 
view his conyiction, which was 
sustained by the Appellate Court. 

Albert C. Laun, former vice- 
president and ace lobbyist of the

The agreement, Arnold said, was 
based on a desire of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey for, a world monop- 
oly in oil and synthetic gasoline, 
while the German trust was inter- 
ested in chemicals. 

“Each,” he asserted, “wanted to 
be free from the competition of the 
‘other and also from independent 
competition. They, therefore, 
agreed that in the chemical field, 
which included synthetic rubber, 
I. G. Farben would have control. 

“To implement that agreement 
Standard Oil was to turn over any 
chemical processes to I. G. Farben 
—either the information or the 
patents—to any chemical processes 
which it discovered not directly 
connected with its oil production. 
This included even the right to sell 
in the United States, 


Move Toward Monopoly. 


“In return, I. G. Farben agreed 
to turn over to Standard’ Oil any 
patents or diseoveries which di- 
rectly concerned oil production, in- 
cluding synthetic gasoline. Each 
company gave the other a world 
monopoly insofar as they were able 
to convey it, with the exception 
that Germany reserved its own 
| market in synthetic gasoline while 
Standard Oil gave Germany con- 
trol of rubber in the United States. 

“At the direction of the German 
interests Standard Oil refused to 
license independent producers in 
‘the United States for the produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber, It turned 


even though Germany declined to 
give them anything in return. The 
effect of this arrangement con- 
tinued during the war and up to a 
time shortly before the filing of 
the information and the decree 
against Standard Oil.” 

Arnold said Germany’s develop- 
ment of synthetic rubber resulted 
in a production which . equalled 
that nation’s former imports. 

Meanwhile, he said, Standard’s 
activities “frustrated the creation 
of an American synthetic rubber 
industry.” 

“Only Part of Story.” 

“Standard Oil,” Arnold testified, 
“delayed the use of buna rubber 
in this country because the Hitler 
government did not wish to have 
this rubber exploited here for mili- 
tary reasons. Standard delayed 
the introduction of buna. rubber 
even after it had received permis- 
sion from I. G. Farben to make 
suitable arrahgemehts. It is even 
more astonishing that on Stand- 
ard’s own development, namely, 
butyl, Standard has refused to li- 
cense all but two rubber compa- 
nies, with the exception of some 
specialty companies. 

“The ramifications of this cartel 
arrangement are enormous and 
synthetic rubber is only a part of 
the larger story. I cannot, within 
my short time, sketch all of the 
cartel arrangements which flow 
even from the synthetic rubber 
portion of the cartel. Neverthe 
less, it is impossible to understand 
the synthetic rubber. situation un- 
less it is viewed as part of a gi- 
gantic cartel structure affecting 
Standard’s relationship to numer- 
* other companies. 

“For instance; there fs no doubt 
that one factor in the delay in 
Standard’s synthetic rubber pro- 
gram was Standard’s cartel obli- 
gations toward du Pont. 

“Standard and I. G. Farben had 
obligated themselves not to open 
the field of synthetic rubber in the 
United States without first offer- 
ing a share to du Pont. 

“In reading the Standard docu- 
ments one has the feeling that it 
is impossible to determine what 
conduct patriotic American com- 
panies may be forced into by these 
cartel: arrangements.” 

Arnold was summoned before the 
committee several weeks ago, in 
closed session, and he asked at that 
time for a suspension of the com- 
mittee’s inquiry until the Depart- 
ment of Justice had completed its 
own investigation. 

Arnold said he believed that yes- 
terday’s consent decree would be 
“a substantial contribution to the 
war program and would do some- 
thing towards removing this exist- 
ing cartel arrangement. 

The company said it agreed to 
the decree and did not contest the 
anti-trust charges because its war 
work was more important than ob- 
taining possible court vindication 
by trials which would take months. 

In the consent decree yesterday, 
the company, six subsidiaries and 
three top officers were fined a to- 
tal of $50,000 for violation of the 
anti-trust law.

In another Jabor development, 
three members of a five-member 
panel recommended to the War 
Labor Board that it deny a union 
shop for 25,000 workers of the In- 
ternational Harvester Co., but 
grant a 4% cent-an-hour pay in- 
crease retroactive to Jan. 15. The 
dissenters were John Brophy of 
the CIO and Richard Gray of the 
AFL, who held the wage increase 
inadequate and said only a full 
union shop would satisfy the 
workers. 

A union shop is a system under 
which all workers must join the 
union. . The panel which recom- 
mended the 4% cent an hour in- 
crease said that average earnings 
in the eight Harvester plants in- 
volved ranged from 90.4 cents an 
hour at Rock Falls, Ill., to $1.07 at 
Milwaukee, exclusive of overtime. 

In line with a _ recently an- 
nounced policy of the AFL and 
CIO, the unions in the Harvester 
case agreed to waive demands for 
overtime pay for Saturday, Sun- 
day and holiday work when such 
work falls within a 40-hour week. 

A House committee has learned 
that some time ago two Oakland 
(Cal.) wood caulkers claimed $160 
each for eight hours work on a: 
naval auxiliary. 

Rear Admiral Ray. Spear, chief 
of the Navy’s Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts, told the story of the 
caulkers in testimony before the 
House Naval Committee. 

They contended that union regu- 
lations fixed 150 feet of caulking 
on deck, or 100 feet on the hull, as 
an eight-hour day’s work.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.—-. 
Acquittal of Henry Cason of Jef- 
ferson City, former chief engineer 
of the State Penitentiary here, and 
Herbert Wolcott of Columbia, wat- 
er softener equipment salesman, 
of a charge of obtaining money 


from the Stafe under false pre- 
tenses in the installation of two 
water softeners at the prison in 
1940, was voted last night by a 
jury in Cole County Circuit Court.

considerations of statesmanship. We must believe 
that they have weighed and re-weighed all the 
factors involved in the current controversy and 
have become convinced that to upset the wage 
situation in the country at the present time would 
be to throw a monkey wrench into the production 
machinery. 

We say the term “40-hour week” is confusing be- 
cause the wage-hour law does not. limit hours per 


| week to 40. It merely says that when a man works 


more than 40 hours, he is entitled to overtime pay. 
Mr. Nelson points out that men in the highly- 
strategic machine tool industry are working an aver- 
age of 65 hours, that those in the shipbuilding in- 
dustry average 48 hours and those in aircraft plants, 
49 hours. He might have cited other instances where 
men are working as many as 70 hours a week for 
war production. 

“If we abolish the 40-hour week by law,” says Mr. 
Nelson, meaning the period beyond which over- 
time must be paid, “we do not gain one hour of ad- 
ditional work in our war industriés; but naturally 
we create a widespread demand for increases in. wage 
rates, throw the entire wage structure out of ad- 
justment, and remove an important incentive for 
labor to shift from non-essential industries into war 
production jobs.”

All these men understand and give full weight to 
the public knowledge that organized labor has many 
sins to account for; that it has engaged in all sorts 
of unwarranted strikes; that its leadership is some- 
times corrupt, sometimes greedy and shortsighted; 
that it contains men like the Nicks, Jenkinses, Hula- 
hans, Caesar Petrillos and John L. Lewises. They 
know that labor, in the years of the Roosevelt regime, 
has gained vast powers upon which the necessary 
curbs have not yet been placed and that, just as the 
excesses of capitalism had to be dealt with and 
were dealt with, so the excesses of labor must be 
dealt with by such measures as the registration of 
unions. 

With all these factors in mind. Mr. Nelson and 
the other high officials do not believe in passing 
drastic restrictive legislation at this time. Mr. Nelson 
says: “Ohly one thing interests me—production. I 
will not be a part of any attempt to use our need for 
increased production as a cloak to put something 


over on labor.”

There is no doubt of course, that the opponents 
of the wage-hour law have some very good argu- 
ments in support of their contention that the basic 
40-hour week, as the measure for computing pay, 
should be increased. The main argument, and the 
most persuasive one, is that overtime pay is greatly 
increasing the cost of war production. 

The other day Rear Admiral Charles W. Fisher 
said that overtime pay will account for about four 
billions of the 56-billion-dollar naval prpgram, or 
more than 7 per cent. Secretary Perkins’ figure for 
the cost of overtime in all war work is 3 per cent. 
President Green of the AFL thinks it will amount to 
10 per cent, based on an average 50-hour week in 
war production. These percentages, of course, rep- 
resent vast sums that must come out of the tax- 
payers’ pockets. 

In all arguments, however, there is another side 
and, in all fairness, before anyone condemns labor 
out of hand, he should consider the other side. As 
to the cost of overtime, a recent Federal. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics study showed that “the payment 
of overtime rates is more than counterbalanced by 
the increased utilization of plant facilities and the 
absorption of fixed overhead expenses in a larger 
volume of production.” That is, the increased pro- 
duction and the lowered cost per unit resulting from 
oyertime more than make up for the extra wage.

overtime means in one man’s daily life. 
Admittedly, many men on overtime jobs are getting 
wages that are exorbitant by ordinary standards. 
They are far higher than the men could earn in 
normal times. But many of these workers had a 
hard time in the depression, many were on relief, 
many will be the first to lose their jobs when the 
war ends. Indeed, those engaged in construction 
wil be out of work as soon as the war plants are 


travagantly; but others are putting away their 
present good earnings for a rainy day, buying defense 
bonds, paying debts, looking after — medical 
and dental work and 80 On.

It is argued, andgery cogently, that soldters get 
only $21 or $30 a month, while war-plant workers 
are receiving, in some cases, more than $100 a week. 
Now, for the boys lying in the foxholées of Bataan, 


their very lives, no financial compensation is suf- 
ficient; $21 a month isn’t enough, nor would $100 
a week be enough. So, since we cannot place an 
adequate monetary. value on the services of men 
facing the enemy, the argument is designed to lower 
the wages of war workers. 

The soldiers and sailors, for the most — ‘were 
workers in civilian life, too, and it might be added 
that in many cases the $100-a-week wages are being 
used to support the dependents of men in the armed 
services, 
after the war and resume their former jobs, or other 
jobs. Before the war, they had»enjoyed the privileges 
of the wage-hour law, of which overtime pay for 
extra hours is one. Would it or would it not be a 
contribution to their morale for them to discover 
that, while they were away at war, the wage-hour 
law was being broken down? 

After the last war, there was much dissatisfaction 
among the men who returned to find that prohibition 
had been put over while they were away. What is 
prohibition compared with the prospect that this 
time, when they return, a law which protected them 
from exploitation and poverty has been stricken 
from the statute books? What is prohibition com- 
pared with every man’s deep desire to be guaranteed 
a living wage? . 

It may be that the soldier himselt has a different 
view of the soldier-worker pay comparison. It may 
be that, even though his pay is ridiculously low com- 
pared with the war worker’s, the soldier takes com- 
fort in the fact that the wage-hour law is on the 
books and will grant him a living wage after the war. 

* * . 

Labor can offer other arguments in reply to those 
who say that the wage-hour law should be drastically 

ered. It can ask, Why all the commotion over the 
workers’ wages? Why are there not pressure drives 
from Oklahoma and elsewhere directed against other 
phases of the war program, such as the scandalous 
sithation recently exposed at the Jack & Heintz Co., 
where a stenographer was given $39,000 a year and 
similar amazing salaries and bonuses were paid to 
other employes out of the swollen profits of a war 
contract, so the company could avoid paying excess 
profits taxes?

HERE has been so much written of the 
greed of the worker, of the fabulous 
overtime pay and of the all-around sel- 
fishness of labor that I wonder if I might 
recount the experience of one worker, my 
husband. , 

It is unfortunate that at this critical time 
there is still, on the part of many, this 
popular conception of labor as a muscle- 
bound, ignorant and selfish creature, indif- 
ferent to the war effort, and, on the other 
extreme, the picture of capital as a devil 
with horns, sitting on a bag of gold. 

Neither picture is true, and has never 
been, but it does seem that now labor is 
steadily gétting more criticism than it de- 
serves. ‘ | 

The individual worker is seldom heard 
from; he either feels he is not articu- 
late enough to state his case so that it will 
be he@rd, or he may just be too tired after 
his work to sit: down and write. That is 


highly possible. 


My husband is employed in defense work, 
in a shipyard; he is a union member and 
works overtime, and therefore he comes 
squarely under all the recent criticism. 

Now, for his increase in pay, roughly 
about one-third, he does the following: 

He works six or seven days a week, get- 
ting up, at the latest, at 5 a. m. and some- 
times at 3 or 4 (it takes him about an hour 
and a half of subway, bus and ferry riding 
to get to work), and returns anywhere from

worker's wife; long, exhausting outdoor labor makes her husband's 
life one of virtually all work and sleep; extra money goes into 
bonds and savings, for family remembers hardships in depression.

7 to 10 p. m.—twice he has returned at 1 
a. m. to be up again at 5. 

His life is completely taken up with work- 
ing and sleeping. He works, as do the oth- 
ers, in snow, rain or cold; if they are wet, 
that is the way they stay all day, and 
there are no showers or locker rooms to 
get into dry clothes before returning. He 
has come home so exhausted that before 
he could bathe or eat he has rested on the 
floor—not wanting to ruin a bed or chair 
by his grease- and oil-smeared clothing. 

As to the increase in wages, it has been 
equally: divided in savings and bonds; for 
we, like so many others, went through the 
last depression on almost literally a crust 
of bread, and no urgirigs or posters are 
needed to induce us to save for the future. 
We paid an income tax this year for the 
first time and will pay a higher one next 
year and be very giad to do it. 

From firsthand experience, I can say 
this: The workers are far more patriotic 
than one might imagine from all-the ad- 
verse criticism; the majority of them are 
buying bonds as fast as they can, and they 
fully appreciate what our soldiers are doing. 
Daily they are volunteering when they 
would not otherwise be called. 

To snipe at the workers and, for in- 
stance, to overlook the recent suggestions 
of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers is, I think, straining at the speck 
and ignoring the beam. °

Y. M. C. A. Executive Puts 
Allied Soldiers Taken Pris- 
oner at Five Million. 


* 


There are more than six million 
known prisoners of war in the 


diers of' the United Nations, Dr. 
John R. Mott, chairman of the 


International Y. M, C. A.’s War 
Prisoners’ Aid Committee, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. He 
is here for an address. 

This estimate—double the num- 
ber known to have been prisoners 
at the half-way point in the World 
War—does not take into aceount 
soldiers captured in the Southwest 
Pacific and on the Russian front. 
Reports from the latter front are 
too exaggerated for belief, Dr. 
Mott said. 

Working among the prisoners 
Mott 
are 40 representatives of the Inter- 
national Y. M. C. A. They super- 
vise educational, recreational, cul- 
tural and religious programs to re- 
lieve the monotonous life in intern- 
ment camps. 

Asset After War. 
“These prisoners, if cared for 
properly during internment, cen 
be the biggest asset toward read- 
justment of the world after the 
war,’ Dr, Mott declared. “Money 
contributed for this care is one of 
the most economical philanthro- 
pies in the world.” : | 

Dr. Mott’s committee is seeking 
$502,000 to carry on its work up 
to next September. In view of 
“what’s happening in the Pacific,” 
Dr. Mott expects that an additional 
$100,000 will be needed, or more 


work among Russian and German 
prisoners. 

Most of the fund is expended for 
libraries, athletic supplies, musical 
instruments and equipment for 
trade training, Dr. Mott said. He 
added that only the 40 members 
of his staff, recruited largely from 
neutral countries, receive com- 
pensation. 

Had Same Post in World War. 

During the World War Dr. Mott 
was executive director of the Y. 
M. C. A.’s prisoner assistance pro- 
gram, and volunteered for his 
present position when this war be- 
gan. He also is American vice- 
president of the committee form- 
ing the World Council of Churches.

_ Copper is another enemy of rub- 
ber. This won’t give you much 
trouble if you remember not to 
wear rubber gloves when polishing 
brassware or copper kitchenware, 
or when you use balls of brass 
threads to clean up sticky pots and 
pans. When rubber comes in con- 
tact with copper it gets sticky and 
soft, then hard and brittle. 
Neither rubber nor rubberized 
cloth should be dry cleaned. Dry 
cleaning fluids may be used on 
rubber to remove grease or oil.

Soap may 
be used on any article made solely 
of rubber. If you are washing a 
garment made of rubber and fab- 
ric, use a mild soap for the fabric’s 
sake. 

Wash sheet rubber or rubber- 
coated cloth by spreading the 
sheet,.or apron or raincoat, or ar- 
ticle to be cleaned on a table or 
bench. Scrub with a soft brush| 
with mild soap and warm water. 
Dry with a cloth or hang to dry. 

Be especially careful when you 
wash a garment woven from rub- 
ber thread. Foundation garments, 
suspenders, plain elastic, rubber 
webbing around the waistline or 
cuffs of a sweater, need to be 
treated gently when they are 
damp. Use mild soap and warm 
water. Rinse thoroughly. Hang to 
dry. A heavy girdle will dry more 
quickly if it is rolled up in a dry 
cloth. But remember to roll or 
fold it lengthwise and not to let 
the metal supports cut the rubber. 

Dry all rubber garments or rub- 
ber articles in a cool or only mod- 
erately warm place—never near a 
radiator, stove or hot pipe. Do not 
expose to direct sunlight. And if 
you have to fron a garment with 
rubber in it, press as lightly as 
possible. ; 

Remove any kind of grease, oil 
or tar immediately. If you do, you 
usually can get the rubber clean 
with warm water and soap. How- 
ever, in stubborn cases, it is usual- 
ly possible to remove any of these | 
three with carbon tetrachloride or 
other dry cleaning fluids. Carbon 
tetrachloride is recommended be- 
cause it is efficient and not in- 
flammable. If you use any other 
dry cleaning fluid be sure it evap- 
orates quickly and leaves nq de- 
posit as it evaporates. Never use 
gasoline motor fuel. 

Sponge the grease, oil or tar 
lightly with the fluid. If you have 
to soak to remove, never leave the 
rubber in the fluid more than two 
or three minutes. Be very careful 
of the rubber while it has the fluid 
on it, because it is weaker then 
and tears more easily. 

It is a good idea always to wash 
the baby’s rubber nipples as soon 
as he finishes with them. Butter 
fat in contact with the rubber is 
absorbed as any other grease— 
causes the nipple to swell, soften 
and weaken. 

To Store Rubber, - 

Best place to store rubber is 
some place where it is cool and 
dark. The attic is usually the poor- 
est spot, the basement the best. 
Other poor storage places for rub- 
ber are closets on a south wall, 
those near steam or hot water 
Pipes, or those near hot air ducts. 

Put rubber away clean and dry. 
If the spot in which you are stor- 
ing the rubber is not dark, wrap 
the rubber in thick paper or put it 
in a covered box. Try to store the 
article in as natural a position as 
possible. If you must fold.or crease 
it, dus: the surfaces that come in 
contact with each other with tal- 
cum powder or cornstarch, Hot wa- 
ter bottles may bé put away in the 
boxes in which’ they came. Boots 
and galoshss may be stuffed loose

equipped army. He is said to be 
preparing plans for offensive op- 
erations this spring. 

The importance of this Yugoslav

two most valuable lines of German 
communication — the Orient rail- 
way and the Danube River—pass 
through Yugoslav territory and a 
very slight advance by the free

them. Without the assured use of 
these routes, the Germans would 
have great difficulty in maintain- 
ing a large scale offensive against 
Turkey, provided the latter re- 
sisted. 

It may be added that the likeli- 
hood of Turkey's resistance would 
be greatly increased if the Turks 
could be certain of strong Yugo- 
slay attacks against the Nazi com- 
munications. It is, therefore, to 
be hoped that some means has been 
or can be found to send assistance 
to Mihailovich, perhaps by trans- 
port plane, or perhaps by subma- 
rine or otherwise through some of 
the small Adriati¢ ports with which 
he maintains connections. There 
is hardly a place in Europe where 
a comparatively few such weapons 
as automatic rifles, machine guns, 
light mortars, pack artillery, and

Realistic’ War Producers Said to View * 
lem as Not One of Pay But of Getting 
_ Men, With Workers Draft Likely. 
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By PAUL GESNER AND 

WILLIAM PINKERTON 
NEW YORK, March 26 (AP).— 
The current debate inside some in- 
dustrial managements, the ranks 
of labor and Congress, over wheth- 


er it is feasible to continue over- 
time pay for weekly. work in ex- 
cess of 40 hours, is regarded in 
many business. quarters here. as 
political time-wasting. 

While the squabble goes on, real- 
istic corporations with war orders 
are sawing wood on the production 
job. Not only are overtime rates 
being paid but bouuses are being 
handed out. Anything to keep the 
goods moving. 

Arms are needed. 

The stream of new war con- 
tracts is unending. 

The surplus labor supply is get- 
ting short. 

The real problem, the output 
speeders say, still is production, 
not pay. 

“If the labor bill goes up, rais- 
ing unit costs, then, under the next 
contract with the Government, a 
good argument is presented for 
higher prices for the product,” one 
executive explained. 

The big struggle may be to get 
men for the war production job— 
at any wage. 


Some Trade Estimates. 

Here are some trade estimates, 
showing the shape of things to 
come: 

Between 10,000,000 and 11,000,000 
more workers will be needed by 
war industries before next Dec. 31. 

Here’s where they may come 
from: 

1—More than 2,000,000 young peo- 


ple, finishing their schools or be- 


coming of working age, will: be 
available for factory jobs. 


2—Another 2,000,000 still may be | 


scooped out of the pool of unem- 
ployed or itinerant workers. 

3—When the farm harvest sea- 
son is over, thousands of farm 
boys will be seeking jobs at war 
plants for. the winter. 

4—More and more women will 
get war plant places. 

5—Around 5,000,000 or more per- 
sons working in peacé-time factor- 
ies will become war workers when 
their machines are converted to 
war production, 

But — whittling into expanding 
industrial man power will be the 
broadening movement of men into 
the armed services. 

The Army and Navy are begin- 
ning to take men at the rate of 
1,000,000 eVery six months. An 
Army of 8,000,000 men is said to 
be but a preliminary goal—a peak 
Army of 10,000,000 men is held the 
ultimate war aim. 

Wage rates by autumn—as indus- 
try struggles to get enough men— 
will be academic.

factory service. It contends there’s 
“no other solution.” 

“Few people remember that the 
‘work or fight’ slogan of World 
War No. 1 had a two-fold mean- 
ing,” the agency says. “It was, of 
course, used to admonish striking 
workers who refused to abide by 
the findings of the National War 
Labor Board. In the much pub- 
licized case of the Bridgeport ma- 
chinists, President Wilson did or- 
der them back to work, under 
threat of having draft deferments 
canceled and of being barred from 
war work in their community for 
the period of one year.” 

Essential Industries. 

As originally drafted in May, 
1918, by Provost Marshal General 
Crowder, however, the “work or 
fight” order was designed to force 
men of military age into “essen- 
tial” industries—into work: that 
contributed to the war effort, the 
agency points out. A man who 
drew a high draft number or who 
was deferred from military serv- 
ice was not allowed to remain idle 
or engage in non-essential employ- 
ment. 

“The authorities did not confine 


and| themselves to running down gam- 


blers, fotune tellers and pool room 
loafers,” the agency says. “Among

Instead, he chose to cash the club 
ace and exit with a low club, Thus 
declarer lost only one club trick in 
addition to the diamond and spade 
already conceded. 

West’s defense had been an ex- 
ample of panicky rather than logi- 
cal thinking. Declarer had actually 
been shown to hold five spades, 
one heart, and four diamonds. 
Hence, he must have three clubs. 
West already had taken a spade 
and a diamond trick, and only two 
more tricks were needed to defeat 
the contract. It could not possibly 
be fatal to permit declarer a ruff 
and a discard, since he still would 
have two losing clubs, 

Of course, the best play by West 
at the point under discussion was 
neither a heart nor the club ace. 
It was a low club. This would give 
the defenders three club tricks if 
East happened to hold the club 
king, whereas it could not cost 
anything if declarer had that card.
